four swept-back jet fighters with a snail flag on their noses were 
observed on the east end of the rum/ay at Koubrandenburg-Trollonhagen 
airfield. A trailer in which pilots were probably quartered was parked 
next to the aircraft. Two swept-back jet fighters and a biplane made short 
local flights during the tine of observation on both days. Ho other activity 
was observed at the field. A local resident' said that little activity was 
observod at the field during the preceding weeks and that firing at the tar- 
gets north of Heddemin was allegedly performed between 9 a.a« and 3 p,m. on 
2 October. The resident also said that the occupation was still the sane &t 
the field. Three radio trucks were parked on a little hill, about J;00 neters 
west of the fomer snelting-housc on the road to Glocksin. Two of these 
1A radio trucks had a rod antenna about 2.5 meters high on their roofs.
